- AND CHICAGO COAL PRICES. 
Springfield, Ml... Jan. 11.—In a recent 
issue of Tue Trisune, “ Voice of the 
People,” I find an article written by 
@ prominent official of the Illinois Coal 
Operators’ association, in which, by in- 
directly attacking the miners’ union and 
by misrepresentation, He apparently 
strives to throw out a “smoke screen,” 
presumably to hide the guilty party and 
place the blame for the high reta!l price 
of coal upon the miner 

What is the [linois# Coal Operators’ 
afsociation? Is it not the Illinois Coal 
Operators’ union? What is the “ check 
off” that the said writer cries so much 
about? It is a clause in the agreement 
entered ‘into between the miners’ union 
and the operators’ — under 
which the operators to check off 
union dues and assessments, within cer- 
tain stated amounts and for certain spe- 
cific and lawful purposes. The miners 
could get glong without the check off, 
though it would inconvenierice them to 
some extent. Without the check off, 
once each two weeks, the miners would 
be gompelied to require every member 
‘to produce his union card, showing that 


to go into the mine. This would mean 
many men sent home each card day, 
and as some men at times might at- 
tempt to work without paying their 
dues, others would perhaps refuse tu 
work with thém wntil their dues were 
paid—mines would be. thrown idle, to the 
detriment of the operator, &nd chaos,

Hence, the check off ts to the benefit 
of all concerned because it enables the 
miners to collect dues without losing 
work. 

The writer charged that the miners’ 
wages were advanced approximately 160 
per cent above pre-war level.
